LONDON, June 20.—The British 
and French points of view on some

in Downing street. according to high 
officials. Much. however. depends 
on the attitude adopted by the 
French Chamber of Deputies.

The agreement reached on repa - 
rations specifies there shal! be no 
coercive measures taken against 
Germany until the reparations com- 
mission conducts further investiga- 
thems into the real state of German 
ffnmances.

He proceeded briefly to review the 
history of the relations between 
tween two countries that we of 
America do not all of us look for- 
ward to its settlement either by ne- 
gotiation or by arbitration, Any oth- 
er event is not considered ior u 
inoment. This American state of 
mind is a constant factor in our re- 
lations: it sometimes produces an 
apparent indifference or lack of ex- 
citement on the part of our people 
over irritating issues that is mis- 
leading to the British observer.” 

Immigrant Problem Discussed. 

He alluded 
misunderstanding—the giguntic ex- 
periment which America Was en- 
gaged in, in trying to Americanize 
masses of immigrants congregated 
in large cities where they retained 
the same environment as in their 
own home countries, and did not feel 
the Americanizing influences to 
which earlier immigrants were sub- 
jected, and whose home and racial 
prejudices had not been mitigated 
as had been hoped by hving under 
the American flag. 

Taft then referred to the reaction 
following the everwhelming strain 
of the war and the interval of con- 
valescence which was not a period 
of good nature or common sense 
and which all the allied peoples were 
now experiencing. 

“We must now regard bickerings 
and unreasonable sensitiveness,” he 
added, “not as a discouragement put 
as a symptom of recover) 

He was unable to touch on the 
question of why America did not 
enter the League of Nations, but 
could only say, looking back over 
the controversy, that American mem- 
bership in the league would have 
had to overcome a deep-seated pop- 
ular conviction, contirmed by a cen- 
tury and a quarter's experience, of 
the wisdom of America keeping out 
of European entanglemients 

“Of course, the World War itself 
took this conviction,” he said, “but 
the reaction from that suprerne ef- 
fort restored some of its strength.” 

Senate Factions Referred to. 

The Chitf Justice spoke of the 
peculiar functions of the American 
Senate. which was a factor in every 
international! situation in which 
America was concerned and 
“strengthens the hand of those rig- 
idly standing for the Monroe Doc- 
trine and its supposed corollary, the 
doctrine of hands off European 
questions.” 

He referred to the significance of 
the new Washington treaties. not 
only with respect ot actua! achie-ve- 
ment, but for the moral effect on all 
the signatory nations and cincluded 
with an alusion to the importance of 
Anglo-American friendship, saving: 

“As a citizen with no official man- 
date, I beg those Britons I am ad- 
dressing not to be misled by tempo- 
rarv ebulitions of one faction or an- 
other. but to count on the funda- 
mental public opinion of the United 
States in respect to our foreign reia- 
will always prevail in a 
real exigency ond which regards th> 
maintenance of friendship with Great 
most necessarv security 
pence of the world.”

Fox also presented a proposal ‘au- 
thorizing what are known as “ex- 
cess condemnations.” which would 
enable cities to condemn land adja- 
cent to and part of tracts needed for 
public improvements. Advocates of 
this idea urge that under condemna- 
tion proceedings now many odd bits 
of land are left, either to be evesores 
or to be sold at unreasonable prices.

And all the suffering, 
the thirst and the hunger and the 
pain were forgotten when their eyes

Quite a number of their delicacies 
come to the United States in cans, 
bottles and boxes, including fish spe- 
clalties and cheese, and some of their 
foods are made here, among them 
their flat bread, cream and other 
soft cheeses, pickles, preserves and 
the prepared fish, of which these 
dwellers in a cold climite are very 
fond. 


Many relishes precede a dinner in 
Norway, such as stuffed eggs and 
flavored, sweet butter Onion juice, 
chopped chives or capers, pepper, 
salt, a quarter teaspoonful of sugar 
and a*€easpoonful of made mustard 
form a favorite combination to work 
into the butter, which is used to 
stuff a green pepper. The pepper is 
then chilled, and when ready to 
serve, is cut in even slices. Fish rel- 
ishes predominate. In winter there 
are a few hot relishes mixed with 
the cold ones, such as herring roes 
seasoned and baked in pie-crust fin- 
gers, hot sausages rolled in boiled 
cabbage leaves then dipped in a 
tasty sauce and little fish patties. 

Tt Norwegian Soup. 

i: Boll three-quarters of a cupful of 
rice, after washing, in a quart of 
boiling water, adding a stick of cin- 
| namon and a teaspoonful of butter. 
f Boil five minutes, then add a half-

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cupful of stoned raisins. Beat the

tablespoonful of sugar until thick 
and well blended, then beat in a 
half-cupful of cider. When the soup 
has boiled fifteen minutes, remove 
it from the fire and stir in the cider 
and egg, a little at a time, then pour 
all into a double boiler and reheat. 
Just before serving, add a table- 
spoonful of prepared cooking sherry. 
Norwegian Pork Dish. 

Cut two pounds of fresh pork into 
inch-square cubes and marinate. in 
salt, peper and onion juice far a 
half-hour, stirring often. Grate 
enough white potatoes to make three 
cupfuls, add a teaspoonful of salt, 
a little pepper and enough flour to 
make a firm but. soft dough. Roll 
the dough into balls, putting a piece 
of pork in the center of each, and 
place in boiling, salted water to boil 
briskly for an hour and fifteen min- 
utes. Drain, Place on a hot dish, 
pour melted butter over the dump- 
lings and sprinkle with chopped 
parsley. 

Norwegian Salad. 

Boll, pare and dice six potatoes. 
Boil two eggs hard. Open a large 
box of sardines, remove the skin 
and bones and flake them. Mix the 
potatoes and fish and add the eggs, 
coarsely chopped. Toss allin French 
dressing to which the juice of an 
onion and a teaspoonful of made 
mustard has been added. 

Scandinavian Cookies. 

Cream together a cupful each of 
butter and sugar, add a beaten egg 
and a tablespoonful of ground, bit- 
ter almonds, and sift in a cupful and 
three quarters of pastry flour and 
a tablespoonful of vanilla. Beat well, 
then put through a pastry tube in 
wreaths on a buttered tin and bake 
a delicate brown.

APPENDICITIS. 


PPENDICITIS is not as preva- 
Ave: as it was, because of our 

superior methods of treatment 
today, the early recognition of sus- 
picious symptoms resulting in the 
immediate application of these meth- 
Ke ods and our ever-increasing know!l- 
ti edge of dietetics. For it must be 
acknowledged that thorough masti- 
cation of all food, a carefully selected 
diet and the use of soured milk or 
other measures to reduce pytrefac- 
tion in the colon constitute a power- 
. ful form of hygiene which spells pre- 
vention. 

Oceupations involving habitual 
strain and heavy lifting are apt tv 
cause the trouble; so have the stren- 
: uous sports, such as tennis, golf and 
A rowing been known to bring on au 
attack. Then, on the other hand, the 
disease may arise suddenly, the pa- 
tient being in apparently the best of 
health, 


When the nature of appendicits 
first became known it Was generally 
believed that the inflammatory proc- 
ess in the appendix was caused by 
foreign bodies, especially tomato and 
fruit seeds. Of course, the condition 
is wet up by disease germs superin- 
duced upon a lesion in the mucous 
lining of the appendix which may be 
Gue to foreign bodies of one kin! 
or another, or to a atrain or an in- 
jury. The foreign body sometimes 
takes on a curious character. Thus 
® case Was recently reported which 
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had been treated over a lapse of 
some years for other troubles, when 
it finally went to operation and the 
appendix was found lying behind the 
bladder full of bird shot. How did 
the shot get there? The patient 
could not remember having put shot 
in his mouth for a dozen years, but 
as a boy he blew them out of his 
mouth on passing objects! 


. Pinworms are frequently found in 
the appendix, which opens up an- 
other chapter on preventive meas- 
ures. When pinworms are suspected 
their presence should never be light- 
ly regarded, as complete extermina- 
tion of these parasites may save 
some child from appendicitis and its 
consequences. 


No persistent pain in the abdo- 
men, especially in the region of the 
vermiform appendix, should be neg- 
lected. In medicine there is a wni- 
versal law that an inflamed organ 
must be given absolute rest. Not 
only must the patient remain quies- 
cent in the position which is the most 
comfortable (upon the back with the 
right hip and knee slightly flexed) 
but the intestine must remain quiet 
to prevent the spread of the inflam- 
mation, or a perforation should an 
abscess be present. Many physicians 
fast their patients for

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Making Her 
Look Her 
Best

TAN AND SUNBURN. 
EEK-END vacatiofis, outdoor 
W picnics and excursions on the 

water are all health-giving 
recreations, but, alas! too often you 
return home with the face painfully 
sunburned or coated with tan, which 
looks out of place when you don 
an evening gown. 

In your first enthusiasm of enjoy- 
ing the early summer sports you are 
liable to neglect those precautions 
which protect the skin. When you 
have had two or three burns or suc- 
cessive coats of tan you will find it 
a much more difficult task to bring 
the skin back to its normal condi- 
tion. So be thorough in the pre- 
ventive treatment of your face be- 
fore starting out on an excursion. 
The skin should be _ thoroughly 
cleansed and vanishing cream 
rubbed in as much as the skin will 
absorb. After which a coating of 
powder may be applied. his forms 
a protection for the skin and it is 
much less liable to burn or tan.” But 
in spite of these precautions some of 
you will return with the skin badly 
burned: in fact, very painful blisters 
making their appearance. 

A wash of one pint of rosewater, 
one-half ounce of pulverized borax 
and one ounce of strained lemon 
juice is excellent to apply when the 
sunburn or tan first makes its ap- 
pearance. Skins that are excessive- 
ly oily burn the most readily, the 
sun even penetrating the outer cuti- 
cle. Cucumber jelly is soothing and 
healing. 

It is an excellent time for You to 
make up the following: Alcohol, 30 


grams; strong white wine vinegar, 
30 grams; tincture of benzoin, 30 
grams. Allow this to stand at least 


a week before using. 


It is a very foolish policy to allow 
the skin to get such a burn that it 
blisters and peels, as this has a ten- 
dency to coarsen the texture of the 
skin as well as to darken it. A good 
coat of tan igs very becoming in 
sport togs, but this excessive burning 
leaves a permanent coarseness to 
the skin, so be careful to avoid it. 


During the enjoyment of the good 
times outdoors you are very likely 
to forget all of this advice and ac- 
quire one coat of tan on top of an- 
other. Then an occasion arises 
when you wish to positively look 
your best, and you will find for this 
indoor function a coat of tan is not 
becoming. In this case, my dears, it 
will take a full hour’s time to whiten 
the skin. The following mixture: 
Strained honey, one ounce, lemon 
juice, 1 teaspoonful; oil of bitter al- 
monds, six drops, and the whites of 
two eggs and enough powdered oat- 
meal to thicken the whole to the 
consistency of a smooth paste, 
should be applied to the entire face 
and neck and allowed to remain on 
for an entire hour at least. Relax 
the muscles, but do not touch the 
face during this time and when it 
is removed, which is readily done 
by a little farm water, followed by 
rinsing the face in cold water to 
which a drop or two of benzoin has 
been added, you will find that the 
tan has vanished and your skin is 
white and beautiful. 

At the first suggestion of sunburn 
and as soon as you come indoors, in- 
stead of the usuai soap and water, 
wash the face with a soothing cold 
cream and do not apply soap until 
the face is thoroughly healed. Dur- 
ing these months when the face has 
a tendency to freckle, sunburn and 
tan, it will be well to put a little 
borax in the water to soften it. This 
does much toward repairing thé 
ravages of the sun. 

Do not retire a single night until 
you have massaged the entire face 
with a massage cream, thus smooth- 
ing out the tiny fine lines that are 
apt to come from the sun's bright 
light. Now all of these precaution- 
ary measures are necessary to pre- 
serve Your g00d complexion, but 
when you have these curative meas- 
ures at hand you can go outdoors 
and enjoy yourself to the fullest ex- 
tent without the slightest worry 
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from the start that immediate opera- 
tion is imperative to save life. A 
celebrated American surgeon ex- 
pressed his view by saying. ‘The 
first indication in appendicitis is to 
call in a surgeon.” 

There is no doubt that many cases 
of this disease have not been prop- 
erly diagnosed for the reason that 
the appendix may wander from the 
position it should normally occupy in 
the abdominal cavity and set up 
housekeeping elsewhere. Therefore 
when it becomes diseased, the classic 
symptoms may not arise; again many 
painful conditions in the abdomen 
have been falsely labeled “appendi- 
citis,”” gone to operation and a per- 
fectly healthy appendix removed 
while the patient was under the 
knife. The greatest danger to health 
lies in chronic and in neglected cases 
The patient's genera] condition may 
be undermined by prolonged sup- 
puration and poisoning (sepsis). 
Death may follow from hemorrhage. 
A very large proportion of cases in 
which early operation is neglected 
eujccumb to peritonitis. Absolute 
rest, with an ice bag covering the 
painful region, 4s the treatment to 
ong until the arrival of a physi- 
cin.
